PARTICULARS OF THE MURDER OF MAJ. A. G. 
WlLBMAN, OF THE EIGHTEENTH KlNTUCKY. — 

Col. W. A. Warner, of the 18th Kentucky, 
thus details to the Lexington Observer and 
Reporter the particulars of the murder of Maj. 
A. G. Wileman, of that regiment: 

I have just returned from the funeral of 
Major A. O. Wijeman, of the 18th Kentucky, 
tiio was foully murdered and robbed in this 
ounty on Monday night last. He had only 
returned on furlough on Friday last. He was 
wounded at the battle of Chickamauga river. 
The Cincinnati papers have incorrect state- 
ments as to the particulars of bis sad en<f. He 
was as brave and true a man as ever lived; 
behaved with marked gallantry at the battles 
of Richmond, Howe's Gap, *nd Chickamau- 
ga. He was a man of superior intellect and 
education; a physician with a Urge practice 
when he joined our regiment as Ciptaiu, and 
was promoted for bravery and good conduct 
on the battle-field as Major in M*y list. 

He was sitting in his house between 6 and 
7 o'clock P. M., with four of his neighbors, 
three gentlemen and one lady, aid his wife, 
when the murderers entered with pistol iu 
hand presented, demanding bis money and 
person. They represented themselves as 
belonging to Breckinridge's command, and 
said their forces had taken Falmouth, and 
they had been sent for him. Ho refused 
positively to let them have fais money, which 
they did not get, but they got near two hun- 
dred dollars from two of the gentlemen 
present. They then took him out and car- 
ried him about a mile and a half from his 
house, and there stripped him of all his 
clothing, with the exception of his boots and 
ehirt; shot him through the head, the ball 
entering the left temple, and powder-burniner 
bis wounded arm; his chin was masned 
down and jaw broken. After murdering 
Jbim, they dragged him down a branch some 
.thirty steps, and left him lying on his face, 
his shirt over his head, being dragged by his 
ftet. They afterwards robbed a store in the 
neighborhood owned by a former lieutenant, 
Samuel Patterson, of the 18th Kentucky, 
who was sevfrely wounded in the battle of 
Richmond. They me', in the road a firmer, 
Thomas Winn, whom they arrested. They 
beld a consultation over him and determined, 
ss they said, to serve him as they had the 
Major. ^They collected together some few 
Winn to consult as to what dispo- 
_abn to make of him; he, however, orer- 
jieard their conversa'ion.and concluded to run 
the chances by making his escape, which he 
fortunately did. The number of the gang is 
variously estimated at from eight to forty, 
and several of them were recognized as for- 
mer citizens of this county. 

This is the beginning of a terrible state of 
sfTairs in this part of the State, and a stop 
jnustbeput to it. If I only had my trusty 
old Eighteenth here, we would soon quiet the 
northern half of the State, as we have done 
leretofore. There is great excitement here, 
and well there might be. We have several 
returned Morgan men here that will have to 
aove their washing further South.

The Scbe Footsteps of Justick — At the 
last term of the District Court in Liun county, 
Kansas, a man named Griffith or Griffin, one

Headquarters Army op the Potomac, 1 
October 15, 18G3. J 

Tbe battle yesterday at Dristow Station be- 
tween tbe 2d corps and A. P. Hill's corps waa 
a magnificent one. We whipped the enemy 
Iwdly. Our losses are not over 200 in all. 
The enetty left on the field over 400 killed 
and wounded. We took "00 prisoners and 6 
cannon, killed tbe rebel General Cook, and 
the rebel Colonels Ruffin and Thompson, of 
North Carolina. 

Warren's victory is complete. We hive 
lost r.othing on the march, and we are now 
in a strong and safe position waiting to see 
what the enemy will do, and be prepared to 
"wallop" bim again if he comes on. Col. 
Mallon^ of the 42d New York, is killed. He 
was the highest officer on our part who has 
met tbat fate. Capt. Bell, of the 13th Minne- 
sota, is severtly wounded. 

Army of the Potomac, Oct. 15. 

The public suspense regarding the Army of 
the Potomac may be set at rest. The army is 
fate and able to maintain its position against 
tbe entire armies of the rebellion. The retro- 
grade movcmitit was voluntarily on Meade's 
t art, not forced by any action or movement 
of tbeenfroy, and with tbe avowea purpose 
to draw the enemy from his fortifications and 
base. It was wholly racceasfal. 

Lee has followed closely skirmishing con- 
stantly with our rear, but without success, 
and our batteries and cavalry have beea 
able to hold them in check from point to 
point as emergencies require, but several 
pretty severe ssirmisb.es resulted. Tbe 3d corps 
in moving on Monday night from Rappahan- 
nock Station to Sulphur Springs, to get pos- 
session of tbe turnpike to Warrenton, fell in 
with an overwhelming force of the enemy, and 
being deployed, gave battle, routing the 
enemy after a fight of nearly two hours. 

Our Iocs was from 30 to 40 killed and wound- 
ed, f&lliDg mainly on Graham's brigade, first 
division, which had the advance. The corps 
moved that night to the right, and the follow- 
ing morning the second corps met the enemy 
in the tame position, in increased force. Tbe 
enemy were in concealment, and opened on 
us by surprise. 

The fight was ik sperate for a short time, 
when the 2d corps fell back with considerable 
loss. It was unable to get to the tnrnpike. 
The retreat, therefore, was confined to the 
road following the railroad. The troops 
moved with the utmost rapidity and in fine 
order, the trains having the advance, protected 
by the main body of the army. 

Tbe match was continued r'1 Monday night 
and Tuesday, bivouacking Tuesday night on. 
Dead Run. Tbe retreat was resumed at day- 
light yeBterday morning, the second corps 
i ovcring the rtar. Tbe enemy appeared in 
/orce this r.fterr.oon, when a heavy artillery 
fight commenced. The battle is still raging 
with great vigor. From the heights of Centre- 
ville the rour of cannon is continually heard, 
und by the advancing darkness the explosion 
of shells and the flash of guns make a mag- 
nificent sptctacle. 

Great credit is due to Col. McCleally, who, 
by personal attention and untiring energy and 
peiseveranee, brought away every pound of 
siores safely. 

The general impression is that the enemy 
will give us battle. All bands are confident 
of victory, with every advantage, s»ve num- 
bers, in our favor. A contrarv opinion is held 
by tome, that, having crowded us into our 
defences, Lee would repeat the movementof a 
j ear aro and cross the Potomac into Mary- 
land. In either case he will regret tbe step. 

Gen. Meade has shown himself a matoh for 
tbe wily rebel. He has not been outgener- 
aled in a single step. Prudence and military 
sagacity mark all his movements. I am un- 
nble to give the particulars of the three days' 
fkitmishiDg in the rear, but it was not very 
serious. 

Tbe effair this afternoon is the most serious 
of all, the enemy having made a determined 
< flbrt to cut the 2d corps off, but failed. Some 
of cur cavalry suffered severely, but punished 
Stuart more than equally. Heroic deeds 
were perfoiuied by each division. The 25ih 
Midiigan was conspicuous tor bravery and 
daiing deeds. It suffered heavily. The 
weather is beautiful for campaigning, though 
the nights are intensely cold. Tbe roads are 
in admirable condition, and the msn in fiae 
spirits.

Washington, Oct. 15. 
Tre rebel army, under Lee, occupies most 
of the old Bull Run buttle ground and the 
road leading into Loudon valley to the north 
of it. 

Last night at sli o'clock, under cover of the 
!oc mirg darkness, he attempted to accomplish 
what he has failed to do all the way from tbe 
Knp'd Ann, the turning of Meade's Mink and 
getting between bim and Washington. 

The 2d corps resisted most vigorously, beiog 
obliged to encounter heavy forces, but not- 
withstanding defeating the enemy's intention 
and driving him from the field. That corps, 
however, lust considerably in killed and 
wounded, botb of the latter falling into the 
enemy's hands in the night time. Tbe im- 
portance of the triumph, .however, cannot be 
everestimated, for the rebels had re;olvcd to 
place themselves between the capital and the 
Army of the Potomac, and had they succeed- 
ed, no cne could have forseen the result. 

The artillery filing in the night was most 
terrific, and from the hills of Centreville was 
w itnessed by hundreds, and described as one 
of Uie most sublime spectacle s The night was 
very daik. The effective mapner in which 
the rebel army has been foiled may be seen 
trom tbe fact that at dark to-day they had not 
:entwed any flank attempt, aud now General 
Mei.de is believed to be in full command of 
'he situation. 

Whether a battle will be fought on the fa- 
mous field ot Bull Run is a matter of uncer- 
tainly. 

1 he rebels will probably have to wait for 
fupply trains to come up from the Rapid Ann, 
neatly forty miles distant Our forces effectu- 
ally destroyed the railroad in their retreat, 
though brine icg off all their supplies. 

The impression prevails in tbe army and in 
military circles here that the rebels are in 
lar(;e force in Meade's front, one of the eve- 
ning papfcis asserting that reinforcements have 
come from North Carolina and Charleston. 

Officeis engaged in the skirmishes and re- 
coDEcissances all report that every where they 
fiud the lebels in large numbers. But little 
credence, though, is given to the rumor that 
Longstreet is back again. 

Gcr. Meade's highly successful retrognde 
movement is due to the fact that be was ready 
to accomplish it when Lee made his first re- 
treat to cover bis advance. The rebel army 
has made excellent marching time on a paral- 
lel lice, but it failed to bead our army. 

Gen. Sickles went to the front to night to 
take command of the 3d army corps. There 
is no truth in the report in the published de- 
spatch, which never went over the wires, that 
he is to supersede Gen. Me&de. 

Tbe rebel losses in yesterday's fight are 



known to be larger than ours, 
erd hundred prisoners.

Cincinnati, Oct. 1G. 

Secretary Chase spoke to a large crowd at 
Columbus last night! He congratulated the 
people over their victory, and spoke of the 
good effect it would have, not only in this 
c cuntry, bnt in Kurope: it would strengthen 
the hands of the President and Cabinet and 
send joy to the hearts of our army; if you 
bad given ten thousand majority only, it 
would not have sufficed, but your grand old 
hundred thousand has done the business. 

He rehearsed the history of bis leaving Ohio 
three veers since to attend the Peace Con- 
gress. The policy he advocated, and tho result 
of hiB transfer from the Senate by President 
Lincoln to the Cabinet. He also went into 
.history cf his financial scheme, and referred 
to his three years' absence. He feelingly 
tbnnked his audience for their kind welcome 
to Ohio, and complimented Governors Denni- 
son and Tod tor tneir fidelity and zeal in man- 
aging the affairs of the State. 

Mr. Chose left Columbus this morning for 
Washinglon. 

Nkw York, Oct, 15. 

At the billiard match to-night at Irving 
Hall for 1,500 points, Kavanangh, of New 
York, beat Zereter, of Detroit, 785 points. 

The Times's Army of the Potomac corre- 
spondent says the enemy made two desperate 
and unsuccessful attempts to day (the 14th) 
to whip thij army in eleuil, and destroy our 
trains, but in both most signally failed. Just 
at daybreak, between Catlett's Station and 
Auburn, Stuart and A. P. Hill made a simul- 
taneous attack on Gen. Gregg's cavalry and 
the 2d army corps. Almost the first intima- 
tion given of their presence was the opening 
of a battery on the 21 corps. Our troop3 
fpeedily got into positi io, and tbe enemy was 
repulsed with considerable loss. 

Late in the afternoon Hill made another 
dash to cut off th» 2d corp3. He first attacked 
the rear of the 5th corps, killing three of the 
Pennsylvania reserves und wounding 15 or 
20 more. When the head of the 2d corns had 
reached Kettle Run, near Bristow's, Hill made 
a terrible onslaught on both corps. 

Tbe 2d corps was on the east si leof the rail- 
road track, and used the road embankment at 
several points for breastworks, with decided 
advantage. The enemy charged at one time 
up to the embankment, when a portion of 
the second corns charged in turn, capturing 
seven or eight hundred prisoners and one 
battery. 

Several charges were made, and each time 
the enemy forced the attack, with great 
slaughter, leaving their killed and wounded 
in our bands. A rapid musketry fire was kept 
up on both sides until long after dark, when 
the enemy gave up and retired. I have not 
been able to obtain a full List of our killed and 
wounded, but it is not largo. 

Capt, Ball, 3d Minn , was wounded in three 
places, and under most execrable circum- 
stances. When the enemy charged up the 
railroad, finding themselves in a elangeroas 
place, they waved their hand3 in token of sur- 
render. At this instant Capt. Ball sprang to 
the embankment end a volley was fired at 
him, three shots taking effect, 

Tbe Minnesotians returned the fire, and 
many rebels suffered death inTetaliatfbn for 
this act of treachery. 

The trains are all safe. 

There wes some artillery practice this mim- 
ing near tbe Rappahannock station, but with- 
out much damage. 

The 1st Maine cavalry, Colonel Smith, 
which was cut off Monday night near Jeffer- 
son, across the Rappahannock, reached Biis- 
tow station Tuesday nigbt. 

The regiment escaped with a loss of a squad 
of me n sent to communicate with Gen. Gregg, 
about twenty in all. Our army behaved hand- 
scniely.

Many of 
the latter are expected to turn up.

Many squads of straggling rebels are going 
south, but they will be stopped at the Osige 
river foid, that rh er being guarded by fresh 
ire ops. 

The largf st band of Shelby's force went west 
after tbe battle, for tbe purpose, it is thought, 
of concentrating on Snabar creek with Quan- 
trell and Jacksou. Gen. Brown was at Seda- 
lia yestrrdi:y, where be divided bis force and 
sent them in pursuit of the Hying rebels. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 16. 

The Commercial's Chattanooga correspon- 
dent confirms the reported mutiny in Bragg's 
army, and says it was occasioned by the re- 
fusal of the Georgia militia to remain longer 
in active service. 

They represented tbat tbey had volunteered 
only to drive tbe Federals out of their own 
State. Bragg refused to grant them permis- 
sion to return borne, and tbey stacked their 
Bins. Lonrstrcet's men were ordered into 
lire and discharged several volleys. 

Deserters say there was several hundred 
badly wounded. 

In Addition to this affair, the arrest of Polk 
created considerable bad feeling in Bragg s 
ainiy. 

Disaffected rebeLs are coming within our 
lines every day.

Ten of 
tbis gang of incendiaries, so the despatch 
staled, were stationed at Louisville, six at 
Cincinnati, and eighteen at Saint Louis. 
The despatch goes on to say, "the plot 
is fully exposed, and every accomplice 
will be nrrested." No arrests have yet been 
made, cither in tbis city, St. Louis, or Cin- 
cinnati, except those of the mate and one 
deckhand of tbe Chancellor, after her de- 
stitution at St Louis. If the facts are as 
stated ia the despatch vre have referred to, 
there certainly has been guilty and unpardon ) 
able remissness in the discharge of duty by 
General Cox. We imagine, however, the de- 
spatch was nothing but a sensation, and that 
tbe steamboat burners are not known to the 
authorities. 

Rebkl Troubles in Gkoboia. — Gov. Brown, 
at Allantn, Ga., has issued a proclamation 
protesting against the seizure of personal and 
private property for the use of the rebel gov- 
ernment, except in cases where the authority 
plainly emanates from headquarters. He calls 
on the State to resist the impressment of 
property where such authority cannot be pro- 
duced. Persons attempting such impressment 
are to be committed to jail until a warrant is 
issued against them'for robbery.

The 20th army corps, after a very dif- 
ficult march, was concentrated in McLemore 3 
Cove on the 17th of September. Gen. Mc- 
Cook, in command of the corps, posted Sheri- 
dan at the foot of Stevens'3 Gap, Jeff C. Davis 
at Brood's, in front of Duft Gap, and Johnson 
at Pond Spring, in front of Catlett's Gap, in 
Pigeon Mountain. This disposition of his 
forces was made by Gen. McCook when his 
instructions were to concentrate his corps be- 
tween Pond Spring and Gower's, on Chicki- 
rrauga Creek, which he could not do, for upon 
bis arrival there he found that Thomas's corps 
tad pre-occupied the ground. The next day 
Gen. Lytle arrived with two brigades from the 
head of McLemore's Cjve, where he had been 
olserving Dougherty's Gap. At night the 
20th corps was closed up upon Thomas's 14th 
corps, with the exception of Post's brigade, 
from Davis's division, which was on detached 
duty holding Stevens's Gap, in Lookout 
Mountain, and did not rejoin the corps during 
the battles of the subsequent two days. The 
position of McCook's command can be readily 
comprehended by consulting any of the maps 
which have been compiled under direction 
of the engineersof Rosecrans's army. On the 
eventful 19th the corps was ordered to 
move down to Crawfish Springs as soon as 
Thomas had moved to open the way, which 
was done, the corps massed there and or- 
dered to await further orders. Gen. McCook, 
about 10 o'clock, was placed in command of 
the right and the cavalry, including Xegley's 
division of Thomas's corps, which was then ob- 
serving the fords over Chickamauga Creek, 
near Crawfish Spring, and one of his brigades 
being aetually engaged with the enemy. At 
the same time McCook was ordered to send 
Johnson's brigade to the widow Glenn's bouse, 
there to report to Gen. Thomas, and in a short 
time he was directed to send Davis's division 
in the same direction. At this juncture Sher- 
idan's division was posted to support Critten- 
den's right at Gordon's Mills, and Xegley was 
withdrawn from the observation of the fords 
Rear Crawfish Spring by Gen. Rosecrans, and 
ordered to rejoin his corps— Thomas's 1 1th.. 
The result of these movements was that Mc- 
Cook was left with only Sheridan's division 
to take care of the right, ns the cavalry which 
had been assigned to his command on that 
wing had not yet reported to him. About 
ihis time Gen. Wood was with Ira wn from 
Gordon's Mills to support General Van 
Cleve, and McCook, knowing the vital 
value of the position, ordered Sheridan to the 
point, anticipating a subsequent order to that 
effect from Gen. Rosecrans, and arriving just 
in time to frustrate the rebels, who were at- 
tempting to ford the Chickamauga. The 
mills were held until about three in the after- 
noon, when McCook's command was further 
depleted by an order to send two brigades of 
Sheridan's division to the Widow Glenn's, 
thus leaving Lytie's 1st brigade alone at the. 
mills. The same order directed McCook, in 
case the right was secure, to t ike command 
in person of his troops already engagei. This 
was obeyed, as in" the meantime the civalry 
under Gen. R. B. Mitchell had reported, but 
Gen. McCook did not arrive upon the field 
until the close of the Saturday's engage- 
ment. During the day Johnson's division 
was employed near the left under Thomas, 
Bed we have had the pleasure heretofore of 
giving a brief history of his splendid achieve- 
ments. Davis's division, to the right of the 
Widow Glenn's, fought with the utmost gal- 
lantry against immensely superior number: 
with heroic stubbornness until near sundown, 
when Bradley's brigade of Sheridan's division 
was sent forward to its relief, and drove the 
rebels from the field and across the Lafayette 
road, recapturing the Sth Indiana battery and 
taking a large number of prisoners from 
Hood's division of Longstreet's corps. John- 
son, it will be remembered, captured seven 
pieces of artillery and several hundred pris- 
oners. 

During the night Gen. McCook was or- 
dered to form the right of the new line of 
battle, leaving his outposts and guard where 
they then were, until they were driven in, 
then to fall back on the main body, contest- 
ing the ground inch by inch. In accordance 
with this order, Sheridan's division was 
strongly posted in the rear and to the right of 
Glenn's house, and Davis, with two small 
brigades to the left and rear of Sheridan, in 
reserve, his left resting on Crittenden's right. 
Johnson's division was still on the extreme 
left with Thomas. Gen. Rosecrans in person 
inspected the pesition of the 20th corps at 
daylight, and at six o'clock, Col. Wilder, 17th 
IndiaLa, commanding a brigade of mounted 
infantry, reported to Gen. McCook, and was 
posted on the right of Sheridan. At seven 
o'clock Gen. Negley, having been ordered to 
the support of Thomas on the left, McCook 
was directed to fill the space, if practicable, 
left vacant by such removal. Riding to the 
posi'ion with Gen. Sheridan, they found it 
already occupied by Gee Wood's division, 
who stated that his orders were to close upon 
Gen. Brannan on bis left. One of Sheridan's 
brigades was brought forward to fill up the 
space between Wood and Wilder, as a portion 
of the barricades on Wood's right wa* unoc- 
cupied. At this time Davis's division, by or- 
der of Gen. Rosecrans, was marching towards 
the vacant barricade, when McCoOk ordered 
him to place one brigade within them, and to 
bold the other in reserve. At ten minutes 
past 10 o'clock McCook was directed to make 
immediate disposition to withdraw the right, 
so as to spare as mnch force as possible to re- 
inforce Thomas, who was heavily pressed. 
The words of this order were: "The left must 
be held at all hazards, even if the right is 
withdrawn wholly back to the present left.'' 
McCook had barely time to give the necessary 
instructions to carry out this order, when he 
received another, dated at half p?st 10 a'clock, 
directing him to Eend two of Sheridan's bri- 
gades with all possible despatch to the support 
of Thomas, and to let the 3i brigade follow as 
soon as the lines could be drawn in sufficient- 
ly. They were to be marched as rapidly as 
possible without exhausting the men, and 
Gen. McCook was ordered to report in person 
to Rosecrans's headquarters in the field as soon 
as be had given instructions in reference to 
Sheridan's movements. In execution of this 
order Lytle and Walworth's brigades were 
detached from the extreme right, and start- 
ed on the double quick. At the same mo- 
ment Wood's division left its position on 
the left of Davis, marching by the left 
flank, aud caused a wide gap in the line of 
battle, which Davis attempted to fill, but sud- 
denly the enemy advanced in overwhelming 
numbers on this weakened portion of our 
line. The enemy's line extended from be- 
yond Braonan's right far to the right of the 
Widow Glenn's and in front of the carefully 
selected position which had been abandoned 
by Sheridan's two brigades. To resist this 
attack McCook had but the two brigades of 
Davis, ubout twelve hundred in numher, and 
Colonel Laiboldt's brigade of Sheridan's di- 
vision as a support; he therefore ordered the 
brigades of Lytle and Walworth, which had 
started to reinforce Thomas on the left, to de- 
flect from their line of march and assist in re- 
sisting the rebels who were pouring through 
the interval between Davis and Brannan, 
left by Wood's withdrawal. Colonel Wilder 
and Colonel Harricon closed on Sheridan's 
right with all haste. Davis's decimated brig- 
ades, to avoid being crushed before the rebel 
avalanche, fell back from the position, and 
Laiboldt, coming to Davis's support, wis 
hurled, back by the resistless impulse of the 
advancing mass. Lytle and Walworth 
struggled nobly, and at one time actually 
checked the enemy, but they were out- 
flanked on the left and compelled to re- 



tire. This is the way that five brigades 
of McCook's corps were cut off and separated 
from i'ue rest of the army. They fought des- 
perately, and over forty per cent of their num- 
bers were killed and wounded. The remnants 
of the corps were rallied a short distance in 
the rear and marched toward Rossville, in the 
endeavor to join Thomas, and by orders of the 
latter were placed in position on the Rossville 
road, to which place they withdrew during 
the night with the rest of the army. When 
Thomas's Hth corps fell back to Rossville, 
Gen. R. W. Johnson's 2d division of McCook's 
20th corps retired with it, and thus, during 
the night of Sunday, all the corps was re- 
united. 

In the meantime, after the centre of the line 
had been broken and McCook's command sep- 
arated from the rest of the army, he repaired 
to Chattanooga to report to Gen. Rosecrans 
according to orders. Finding him there, he 
received directions to go out on the Rossville 
road, collect all the troops possible, and report 
to Gen. Thomas. This ke did, leaving Chat- 
tanooga at midnight and Rossville at 4 o'clock 
on the morning of Monday, the 21st, and put 
his corps in line of battle, the left on Mis- 
sionary Ridge, covering the Crawfish Spring, 
and the right extending toward Look- 
out Mountain. On Tuesday, the corps 
was withdrawn to Chattanooga with the 
rest cf the army, and after having per- 
formed as good service as any portion of it. 
During the two days' battles, the corps lost 
five pieces of artillery, including two in John- 
son's division which were so disabled by shot 
and the killing of horses that they could 
not be removed, but it captured seven from 
the enemy, besides recovering the 8th Indiana 
batter y, which had been lost on Saturday; 
and the 51st Indiana, of Walworth's brigade, 
bore from the field the colors of the 24 th Ala- 
bama rebel regiment. The glorious corps de- 
serves all the credit awarded to it by General 
McCook in his valedictory order, and General 
McCook himself need be under no apprehen- 
sion as to the result of any Court of Inquiry 
to investigate his conduct during the two 
memorable days of Chickamauga. 

Gortschakoff has sent a Greek fire 
bomb into the Cabinet of the Tuilleries, of 
pretty much the same pattern as the one 
which knocked Sari Russell speechless on a 
former occasion. . The Russian diplomatist 
takes no step backwards, but meets the ques- 
tion of responsibility with a sang froid which 
has set the hotheaded Gauls in a rage that 
boils over. He "regrets sincerely that he can- 
not agree with the Cabinet of the Tuilleries," 
but, "as regards the responsibility which His 
Majesty may assume in his international rela- 
tions, those relations are regulated by inter- 
national law. The violation of those funda- 
mental principles may alone lead to a respon- 
sibility. Our august master has always re- 
spected and observed these principles towards 
other States. His Majesty has the right to 
expect and to demand the same respect on the 
part of other Powers." 

This studied suavity of manner and these 
gracefully polite sentences mean a great deal, 
and their interpretation is found in the fact 
that the rigor of the warlike preparations of 
the Czar continues unabated. The French 
press is unable to bow in return to the sin- 
cere regrets of the Russian minister. The 
Opinone Xationale says "Russia's answer to 
France is but a fresh insult. It seems like a 
dream when one reads such a defiance thrown 
in the teeth of the Government which made 
war in the Crimea and in Italy." La France 
declares that "the Russian reply to the West- 
ern Powers is conceived in terms which ren- 
der any present attempt at conciliation impos- 
sible." The Siecle rivals Sempronius in Cato's 
Senate and is for girding on the sword 
at once and pitching into a fight, while Mons. 
Emile Girardin declares that "diplomacy has 
rarely made a more complete fiasco than in 
the present instance," and says: "Our sym- 
pathetic readers know us sufficiently to be 
sure that we are not going to triumph at see- 
ing diplomacy thus miscarry ■ ■ plein Moni- 
teur, after eight months of the most laborious 
Rotation." The Gallic roosters all crow lustily, 
it will be seen, but that docs not let us into 
the designs of the imperial old cock. He 
knows how "to shoot the pit" when expedi- 
ency suggests a back out as well as any bant- 
am, and as locg as Eogland and the German 
States are not willing or ready to second 
him Louis Napoleon will be likely to keep 
his bands eff "the rugged Russian bear." He 
knows that France had aiders and backers in 
the Crimea and in Italy, but it will "require 
a mighty deal of very nice consideration," as 
Sir Patrick O'Plenipo would say, to attack 
Russia single-handed. The fact is, Louis Na- 
poleon and France are afraid of the Czar 
and Russia. True, France did essay to "knock 
a chip eff the shoulder" of Russia by al- 
lowing a Polish manifesto to be published 
in its official paper, which is a quasi 
recognition of the Poles as belligerents, but 
none of the Great Powers have presumed to 
make such a recognition officially. This 
shows that they fear the power of Russia, 
while the very different course of conduct 
pursued by France and England in reference 
to our Southern rebels is proof that they can 
talk big without striking a blow when there 
is danger of the blow being returned, but they 
are ready both to bluster and ac£ unfriendly 
toward those whose hands are temporarily en- 
gaged in suppressing a rebellion at home. 
Were it not for the sake of humanity we could 
almost wish to see Russia and Frtnce at war. 
1 1 would end the Napoleonic regime and scat- 
ter all the upstart supporters of Louis to the 
four winds of heaven. It would be better that 
Europe should be "all Cossack" under the rul* 
of a decent Emperor like the Czar, than to be 
cursed with the grasping, impudent, inter- 
meddling, and thieving despotism of the 
French usurper.

— In the ab- 
sence of any regulir commercial board or 
Merchants' Exchange in this city, it is indeed 
exceedingly difficult for the reporters for the 
preFS to make up such a statement of commer- 
cial quotations as will prove wholly satisfac- 
to the entire commercial community of 
the city. Consequently we are not at all as- 
tonished at hearing occasional complaints in 
this regard. There is, however, no justice in 
these complaints, as the facts will show. We 
illustrate: A reporter enters a house engaged 
extensively, say in the produce trade. He in- 
quires, "What shall we quote potatoes and 
onions at to-day?'' The answer is given, 
say two dollars a barrel. The reporter notes 
it and steps into another equally extensive 
»nd responsible house and make3the same in- 
quiry. The answer is two dollars and twenty- 
Jive cents per barrel. He also notes this, and 
enters another house of just as high respecta- 
bility as the two former, propounds his query, 
! r.d isaDswered one dollar and ninety cents 
tier barrel. He is of course in a quandary, 
and the best he can do is to divide the differ- 
ence, and quote between the three prices giv- 
en. This is what he generally does, and nine 
limes out of ten his report is just. Tue above 
illustration will hold good as to most of the 
quotations he receives, except, perhaps, in 
the siDgle article of tobacco. He is, therefore, 
not justly responsible if he fails to meet the 
tiewsof al! dealers in bis market reports. 
I' nder the circumstances, he is in all justice 
entirely relieved from blame. 

We would sav in this connection that we 
lave made such arrangements as will in the 
future enable us to lay before our readers the 
most reliable market quotations, and in our 
< fforts in this regard we are assured such as- 
sistance as will pro.ect the business public 
: gainst "outside quotations. ' 



The Thiuty-foi-kth Kentucky Infantry. 
We have a letter from this regiment, which 
■was encamped near Morristown. Tenn., on 
the 23d nil, in the division under Gen. Man- 
eon, and reached Knoxville on the Gth inst 
The next day it was ordered up the East Ten- 
crsFee and Virginia Ruilroad, and arrived at 
Morristown on the Sth. In twelve diys the 
regiment marched two hundred and nineteen 
mile', OTer a rugged and desolate country, 
ti'terly destitute of forage and water. The 
Jew 'amilies remaining there have been left in 
» etaiving condition by the rebels. On the 
route, the ruins of one hundred and forty- 
eight houses, recently burned by the gueri 1 - 
las, were passed. There was an intense Union 
feeling exhibited by the citizens, from Fen- 
^ounty all the way to Knoxville, and 
"the march of the regiment was a perfect ova- 
tion. The Thirty-fourth has been incorpo- 
rated into a brigade, commanded by the gal- 
lant Col. Hoskins, of the Twelith Kentucky, 
who is an excellent officer, and possesses the 
entire confidence of his men. Recruiting was 
iroicgon rapidly, and a company is organized 
slmost daily. The Second loyal Xorth Caro- 
lina regiment is organizing at Morristown, 
and is almost full. Our correspondent says it 
promises to be one of the finest regiments in 
the service, and is compose! exclusively of 
North Carolina refugees. We are glad to 
Lear from the Thirty-fourth, which contains 
so many of our Louisville boys. And here's 
to its health, and may victory perch upon its 
ianners. 

K^*The report so industriously circulated 
about the streets yesterday that a large rebel 
fcrce had crosssd the Cumberland river at 
Saline, and was marching into this State, is 
rot true. Some seven days ago; Wheeler at- 
tempted the passage of the river at the point 
itdicatrd, but his signal discomfiture by the 
gallant Wilder has become apart of the his- 
tciy of the war. We have the bsst of reisons 
for asseiting that at the present time there is 
no considerable body of rebel troops in Ken- 
tucky. Even the straggling bands of gueril- 
las, whose depredations some ten days ago 
were so bold are being daily depleted by death, 
wounding, and capture, and steps have been 
taken by our military authorities to prevent 
any more of their predatory incursions. 

United States Cibccit Court. — Clarence 
Bate, of Jeffercan county, was found guilty 
yesterday, by a jury of the United States 
Circuit Court. He was indicted for having 
opened a recruiting station for the Confeder- 
ate army, about a year ago, when the rebels 
occupied our State. It will be remembered 
th&t we published the call which he issued 
lor recruits to the Kirby Smith Brigade, 
which was to have been under the command 
Of Abe Buford. The prose ution wa* con- 
ducted by Joshua Tevis, Esq , the Unitjd 
{States District Attorney, and the defence by 
Judge Bullock, who has moved an arrest of 
judgment and a new trial. Should thcie be 
refused, he will be punished both with fine 
and imprisonment. 

Paid into Greinii'. — Some days ago a 
pong of r<-bel marauders, under a man named 
Cock, made a raid upon Pennsylvania Fur- 
nace, and depredated at their pleasure, among 
other things stealing a number of valuable 
Lorees. Capt. Russell, late of the 10th Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, gathered six men and started 
in hot pursuit, overtaking the rebels, captur- 
ing all their plunder and three of the party. 

M»'3 street yesterday presented very 
Ouch the appearance it used to in those pros- 
perous days when the people had not learned 
war. In many months past we have not wit- 
nessed so much business activity as was man- 
ifested on that thoroughfare yesterday. The 
business prosperity of Louisville increases 
daily. _. 

|©~Col. Carter hud a sharp little affair with 
Jones's marauders at Blue Spring, Tenn., on 
the 5th. Mnking a rcconnoissance in force, 
he came upon the enemy, and, dashing in 
with his usual energy, left sixteen of them 
dead on the field and routed the remainder. 
Our loss is four wounded and seven missing. 
None known to be killed.

Fbankkoht, Uct. 16. 
In tbe Presbyterian Synod nothing of very 
general interest hai been dispo ed of as yet. 
The case of the appeal and ( implaint of Rev. 
R. J. Breckinridge and llev. Geo. Morrison 
against the action of the West Lexington Pres- 
bytery, which dissolved the pastoral relation 
betwten Morrison and the Mount Plea3*nt 
Cburcb, has occupied the time of the Synod 
all day, and is likely n consume one or two 
days more. Tbe board of trashes of the 
Danville College, who are elected by the 
Synod, have appointed Rev. Wm. L. Breckin- 
ridge, D. D., President of the College, in place 
ol Dr. Lewis W. Green, deceased. 

' New York, Oct. 16. 
A special despatch to the Tribune, from 
Chattanooga, dated October 10, cantains the 
following: 

Since the 7th, no hostile demonstrations 
have been made on our front. Tne rebel bat- 
teries on the northeastern slope ef Lookout 
Mountain have been withdrawn, and loose on 
the left have remained silent. Yciterday and 
t>dayour guns on the leli and rieht com- 
pelled Bragg to remove his headquarters from 
Missionary Ridge, and drove away the whole 
signal corps on Lookeut Mountain. Up to 
neon to-day both sides have been quiet. Day 
before yesterd.iy a rebel picket, composed of a 
sergeant and six men of tbe 3d Kentucky, de> 
sei ted to us. Tbey report that the mysterious 
engagement within the rebel lines on the 6tb 
was a fight between a brigade of Georgia mi- 
litia and regular troops, the former refusing to 
cross the State line, and their refusal brought 
on tbe collision. 

Small parties of rebel sharpshooters have 
fired for several days from the south bank of 
the Tennessee upon the trains and detach- 
ments af troop? moving over the road along 
the north bank to Bridgcpjrt and Stevenson, 
and killed and wounded several men and an- 
imals. Dispositions have been made to dnvo 
them away. 

The damage done to the Nathville and Ste- 
venson Railroad by Wheeler's cavalry has 
been repaired, and trains are again running 
regularly. 

The rebel cavalry has been closely followed 
by ours on their raid, and attacked and de- 
feated several times. It is now reported to be 
completely scattered throughout tha region 
between Duck and Elk rivers. 

Yesterday another slrong rebel picket, eom- 
manded by a lieutenant, came into our lines 
in a body. They report the enemy building 
pontoons. This indicates a disposition to dis- 
lodge us from our position by a flanking move- 
ment across tbe river, which will be provided 
against by Gen. Rosecrans. 

There has been no communication with 
Burnside for several days. The pnblic has 
been wrongly impressed as to the strategic 
relations of his command with this army. It 
is serving 8 good purpose, but not in the man- 
ner generally supposed in the North. 

Rebel papers ot tbe 6th and 7th contuin the 
farewell address of Gen. Polk to his com- 
mand. 

The same papers have a report that Jeff 
Davis Is about moving to Georgia to take 
command of Bragg's army. 

Washington, Oct. 16. 

It is stated that there are some two or three 
hundred guerillas ibis side of tbe Kappahan- 
cock, and south of Meade's army. Tney are 
daily and nightly arresting Union men and 
committing depredations on their property. 

Hon. John M. Botts was arrested by rebels 
at bis bonse on Monday last, during a cavalry 
fipht near Brandy Station. He has since been 
taken to Richmond, where he will doubtless 
be impiisoned and held for the return of 
Shackelford, Bradford, Freeman, and other 
secessionists of Culpepper to Colpepper county, 
now in the Old Capital Prison. 

Mr. Bates was a paroled prisoner to the Con. 
ftderacy. 

From information received from the Army 
of the Potomac to-night it appears that a 
body of the enemy was seen passing south- 
ward opposite Blstckbnrn's ford last nighl. 
Our batteries shelled them about half an hour 
and then disappeared. 

Yesterday it was rumored that a corp3 of 
the enemy was approaching Fairfax Court- 
house by the Cautelly road, and our heavy 
batteries were sent eut in that direction. They 
have returned and reported ali quiet. Ojr 
army is in a perfectly safe position and pre- 
pared to repel any attack. 

Cairo, Oct. 16. 

Tbe Memphis Bulletin says a company of 
rebels ere again conscripting near Union 
Dtpot, and who at lest accounts had gone to- 
ward Brownsville. Another company was 
near Macon, Fayette connty, about twelve 
n ile8 from Union. On Saturday, another 
party went into Some sville. Among the 
lonscripted is Hon. J. R. Moseby, late caadi- 
uate for Congress. 

The rebel leaders were to meet on Friday 
night, at Poplar Corners, Madison county, for 
the purpose of making an attack on Fort 
Pillow. It was intimated that they could 
muster upwards of 3,000 men and one battery. 
Preparations have been made for tneir recep- 
tion. 

Genera! Grant and staff arrived this morn- 
ing. All quiet at Little Reck. 

The expedition under Major Leed, of the 
8th Missouri, broke up the camp of the noto- 
rious gueriila Cotter, in Jtfferjon county, 
killed him, and took all his men pricouers. 
Provost Marshal General Chandler bas issued 
an order requiring all negroes not in posses- 
sion of certificates that they have employ- 
ment adequate for tbe support of their families, 
to be placed in contraband camps and provided 
for. 

The vote of the 27th, 30th, 43d, and 63d 
Ohio regiments at Memphis gave Brou^h 
1,509; Vallandigham 91. 

Washington, Oct 16. 

Commissioner Dale, during bis late visit to 
Kansas, thoroughly investigated the difficul- 
ties connected witu tbe Kickapoo treaty. The 
evidence is now under consideration by the 
Secretary of the Interior. The commissioner 
made four or five treaties with the Indians for 
their removal from Kansas. They cannot be 
carried inti effect without the action of Con- 
gress. He represents the Indians every where 
as peaceable, with the exception of tue Sioux 
of tbe Vpper Missouri, and a few tribes ii 
New Mexico. 

Last night about eight o'clock, according to 
the report of paESengers from the army, infor- 
mation came to Gen. Meade's headquarters 
that a corps of the rebel army, supposed to be 
A. P. Hill's, had moved from our front in the 
direction of Leesburg. The SUr says a heavy 
r< connoissance was immediately sUrted ia 
the direction of Aldie. 

Nsw York, Oat 16. 

The steamer Columbia, from New Orleans 
on the 101b, bas arrived. She has 400 bales ot 
cottm and 200 hogsheads of sugar. 

Tbe only item in the papers is from the Mis- 
sissippian (rebel), which states that the Fed- 
erals bad occupied Monroe, La. Dick Taylor 
bad retreated lo Shreveport, on which place 
the Federals wouid advance as soon as rein- 
forced. 

The Federals bad captured a large number 
of negroes who 'were repairing the Shreve- 
port and Yicksburg Railroad. 

Several steamerj had ai rived in Nr-w Or- 
leans, bringing 3,370 bales cotton and 5 hhds 
new sugar. 

San Fbancisco, Oct. 16. 

Arrived, the Russian war vessel Gardan- 
cock, from the A moor river. Sailed, steamer 
Urrgon, for the northwestern ports of Mexi- 
co, taking a cargo of mining machinery and 
merchandize for miners consumption. 

There is an active trade with the interior. 
Rt fined sugar 16c. East Boston sirup 45c. , 
Mining stocks declined, under some strin- 
gency in the money market. 

Three parties, convicted of treason in at- 
tempting to Siil from this port in tbe priva e* r 
Chapman, are sentenced to ten years impris- 
onment, and $10,000 fine. They will be im- 
prisoned in the San Francisco jail till Con- 
gress provides some other place. 

MEMi'nis, Oct. 14. 

The elelection in the Ohio and Iowa regi- 
ments passsd off' quietly. Col. Fuller's Ohio 
brigade, which is a fair sample, give Brough 
1,681, and Vallandigham 91. 

Col. Hatch attacked Chalmers, two miles 
south of Bilbo, and, after two hours' sharp 
skirmishing, drove them south. He followed 
all day Tuesday, skirmishing their rear every 
hour. At last accounts he was still engaging 
them near Tallahatchie river. 

Albaht, Oct. 16.

Bigy-The letter below, which should ha-.e 
reached us a week ago at least, has very un- 
accountably but just come to hand. The de- 
lay, however, has by no means cancelled the 
value of the letter: 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Oct. 5, 1863. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

"The facts as regards Crittenden's command 
are, that all his divisions but one were de- 
tached during the day to the relief of Thomas." 

The foregoing is an extract from your arti- 
cle of the 29th, entitled "Mr. Shank3, the cor- 
respondent of the Herald,' and the Army of 
the Cumberland, and especially tbe 21st army 
corps, thank you for the whole. It is the first 
effort we in the field have seen to fasten and 
falsify the foul lie that Crittenden's corps dis- 
gracefully fled in the late engagements. 

But to the extract. Crittenden's entire 
corps — three divisions — was with General 
Thorna.', or moving to his relief, at the lime 
the lines were broken on Sunday at eleven A. 
M.,.and it wes fir?t General Thomas's own 
troops breaking from the front, and afterwards 
the enemy breaking them, that threw two 
brigades of Van Cleve's division into confu- 
sion. These two brigades were then march- 
ing by the left flank in the rear of our line of 
battle, and to the support of General Thomi9. 
Out of these two brigades three regiments ral- 
lied and fought throughout the day, though 
tbey bad been ridden over by our artillery, 
and iun over— crumpled up— by both friend 
and foe. 

Another division — Wood's — was marching 
in column under orders in the same direction, 
for tbe same purpose, and, with theeiception 
of a portion of its rear, which was cut off a-;d 
run over, had reached Gen. Thomas's solid 
line, thus securing its formation before attack- 
ed. It did good service throughout the day, 
and stayed fighting to the last. 

The other and lastdivision of thecommand 
— Palmer's — fought each day under General 
Thoo.as, generously sent to his relief by Crit- 
tenden at 11 A. M. on Saturday, and by 
Saturday night be bad worked round so 
far to General Thomas's left that it was 
in. practicable to withdraw him next day. 
I say generously, because Crittenden, well 
knowing the object of the General command- 
ing, and the importance of sustaining the 
lilt, co as to cover and secure Chattanooga, 
thus weakened his command by his strongest 
division, whilst holding a position that he 
was ordered to occupy, and which the Gen- 
eral commanding was doublful of his ability 
to do. No sooner bad Palmer gone in and got 
under heavy fire, th*n General Crittenden 
again took the responsibility of weakening 
his command, and sent in VanCleve with his 
two brigades, who stayed there fighting till 
sundown, capturing two of the enemy's bat- 
teries and bringing off one. Thus he was left 
wiih but three brigades to hold and occupy a 
position that bad been assigned to a corps, 
and with the enemy in the front, though not 
fighting. 

Later in the day, Wood, who was holding 
our extreme right with these three brigades, 
was brought up, under sanction of ibe General 
Commanding, and, going into the fight rapid- 
ly, lost heavily, yetUrought off ere night two 
hundred prisoners. 

Thus it will be seen that from the noble im- 
pulses of the General commanding the corps, 
making everything subservient to the in- 
terests of the service, it was impossible 
for bis corps to act as a unit in these bat- 
tles. Tbe pride of ihe corps was such that yod 
may well believe its attack would have been 
irresistible, and an attack upon it fatal to 
the eneray. But tbe great object of the bat- 
tle was obtained. We foiled the enemy 
in his attempt to reocenpy Chittanoogi We 
hold the prize for which 'the campaign was 
made, and if nothing has been added to the 
fame of the corps, it is only because its noble 
blood bas been shed in detachments on every 
part of the field where an enemy wa9 to be 
encountered, instead of flowing together as 
at Stone River. The people will look with 
hissing and scom upen the traducers ol this 
corps, when they learn, as they soon will 
frcm official reports, with what stubborn 
bravery it poured out its blood in their ciuss. 

And here let me say a word for the 20th 
Army Corps. It also bad a division (John- 
fon'ej fighting both days under Thomas, aud 
detached from its own corps comminler 
McCook. Its other two divisions on the ex- 
treme right, by the changes of the day, and 
from the active consolidation going on to- 
wards the left, during the fight of Sunday, 
v ere cut off from the main army and flanked 
on both sides. To those v on the field (not 
Shanks) it is a mystery how Davis and Sher- 
ican saved so much of their command, but in 
the a'ght they reported at Rojsville with more 
the.n half, and next morning were in line of 
baule. It was here that the gentle, noble, 
gallant Ljtle fell. Wounded in Western Vir- 
ginia snd at Perryville, he fell in the pride of 
manhood, a hch . ril ■ lo his country's 
cause. 

" General Thorsas, whom we all admire and 
honor, will, in tbe proper time, do full honoi 
to the troops of these commands, who united 
wiih his by the necessities and the accident 
of the battle and foughtdesperately and to tha 
I"6t P. P. 0.
